AN OBJECT LESSON. 


The city of Belolt, 
through 
Its 


rough and tumble experiences with 
organized labor, during 
tho 
past 


twelve months, has been more thor- 
oughly advertised .than any city in 
the northwest, 'but the 
advertising 


has bcen'^of a nature not. creditable 
to the .cause of union labor. 


When the Berlin Machine men went 


out, a year1 "ago, there were '21 federa- 
tions of labor, organized and .largely 
managed by agitator Hogan. 
They 


had a membership of some 1300 or 
more and Included all classes of la- 
bor from teamsters to machinists. To- 
day only two of them are in exlstance. 
with a tolai membership of 117. 


That seems 'like a revolution and 


Jt is. 
To Mr. Gates of the Berlin 


Works. Is largely due this transforma- 
tion and reformation. 
The independ- 


ent stnnd that he took In the Inter- 
ests of employers succeeded in break- 
ing the -back bone of opposition and 
the organization of the citizens al- 
liance now more than 1000 strong, 
and Including many working men, 
completed the history. This alliance 
•was formed by 20 determined men, 
under tho supervision of Mr. Freder- 
ick W. Job of Chicago. The history 
of Delolt was written up. giving its 
advantages before it .was Hoganlzcd 
ami the experience 
that 
followed. 


Five thousand copies were printed 
In leaflet form, and they were In such 
demand-that two editions have since 
been printed. One of 20,000 and one 
of 25.000. The leaflet closes with the 
following statements: 


"There are no labels on teams 
In 


Bclolt. 


"Union cards liave been removed 


from all stores.". 


"Bclolt is again a good 
city 
In 


which to live and conduct business." 


The label has been removed from 


both dally papers." 


"The word union is seldom men- 


' tinned, and a non-union man is again 


treated as a free • American citizen." 


"Tho outcome from 
factories 
Is 


again normal in all cases, and in one 
Instance the increase has been 10 per 
cent since the workmen wcro eman- 
cipated front the yoke of unionism." 


"The Involuntary members" of la- 


bor unions have awakened from the 
spell cast over them 
by 
Mcsscrs. 


Hogan and Mulberry. They find pro-

bludgeon methods of the union. They 
realize that their employers and pane 
fellow citizens, and not the officers— 
for revenue only—of the union, are 
their friends.

"It Is again called beautiful IIo 


lolt.". 


The following copy of a letter to 


the Delolt Citizens' Alliance, explains 
Itself: 


Dclolt, Feb. 1. 1901. 


"As a former union man, I wish to 


thank the Alliance for what It has 
done for me and for the other work- 
men of Dclolt. 1 had always been n 
non-union man, but I was forced Into 
the Machinists' Union just before the 
Uerlin Machine Works' strike. I was 
made to feel that I could not hold my 
job unless I Joined the union, and I 
•was told that If I lost my job I could 
not get another anywhere, as all good 
shops had become union shops. 


Then I. was forced to go out on the 


strike within two weeks. Out of nil 
the men 'at the Berlin works there 
were not more than ten men who real- 
ly wanted to strike. Out when we got 
that telegram from the International 
at Milwaukee, out we had to go. 


Then for ten weeks I had to be a 


1mm tramp, forced to violate the law 
In picketing my employers shops, day 
after day, hanging :ny head In shame 
as the man who, for fifteen years had 
paid me good wages, passed me on 
the way to his office; forced day after 
day to sit In pur meetings and hear 
that man, who had always treated 
me fairly, called vile names. 


Week after week I received ihat 


miserable XO.OO from tnc 
union 
In 


place of my .nice wages from tin- 
shop. 


Then I had to drop the payments on 


my house. 


My family had to go without thing/ 


they always had. 
Hut 
worst 
of 


all was that my wife and chlldrt-j 
•were objects of pity by all good peo- 
ple because I was such u fool as to 
•belong to a union which proved to bn 
made up of socialists, anarchists and 
fools like me. 


Then when the Injunction-came'and 


oome of us dared to go back to work. 


It did seem so nlco to lie received 
back kindly, just us if nothing had 
happened. 
It seemed like 
getting 


back home to have my same machine, 
the same good wages and be treated 
like a man. 


I have heard tho Alliance abused 


as being against the working man. 
Hut I think the Alliance should be 
thanked, as it Is the only thing that 
made It HO that a man dared to go 
back to work. When I joined the Al- 
liance and found that most of Its 
members were working men like my- 
self, 1 made up niy mind that it could 
do the honest workman more good 
than all the unions In the country.

I ever heard at all then nl 071 meetings

I thing llelolt ought to be proud It

Izatlims. 
Tlio case In which tho de- 


cision was ma.le was tliiit of tho state 
against Archy D.. Whlfcom. Madison 
agent of the Cirand Union Tea com 
jinny, with headquarters In' Milwau- 
kee. Last November Whltcom nolle 
Itod orders for teas, coffees and ;iplc- 
es In this city, going front house to 
house for the purpose, the orders 
being filled by the Milwaukee house 
and .the parcels being later delivered 
by the Madison agent. 
At the in- 


stance of State Treasury Agent Ell 
I'edersnn, the district 
attorney 
of 


IJano county had Whltcom arrested 
on the charge that he had violated 
the statute requiring certain persons 
selling goo.ls, as ho had done, 
to 


have state licenses. 


Tho defendant was found 
guilty 


and fined $100 and costs. Mo ajiponl- 
ed ito tlie sujiromo court, assailing 
tho validity of the statute on 
tho 


ground that it was discriminatory, 
and In violation of tlie constitutional 
provision requiring unformlty in tax- 
ation. The supreme court refrained 
from considering the second point, as 
It raise:! the question as to tho exact 
limits of the taxing power of tho leg- 
islature, but. on the former point, the 
statute Is hold to be clearly discrim- 
inatory and therefore 
invalid 
as 


against the defendant. 
The 
court 


says that completed military service, 
or tho fact that certain persons fol 
low any given trade or profession, 
are not sulllclont to servo to sopar 
ate such persons from the rest of the 
community In any respect having re- 
lation to the purposes of the law. 


Declared to Deny Equal Protection 
lu concluding Its opinion, the court 


says: 


"It (the statute In question) falls 


to Impose Us penalties upon persons 
not distinguishable from tho appel 
lant by any legitimate classification. 
It therefore denies him the 
oqlml 


protection to which, both by federal 
and state constitution, lie Is entitled 
and ran not bo valid as against him 
whether .Its purpose bo taxation or 
regulation or conduct. * . * * -Judg. 
in oat reversed and cause remanded 
with directions to dismiss tho com- 
plaint."

•week ended May 9 were favorable In 
all districts, with tho exception of 
the north Pacific coast and middle 
Itocky mountain regions, where frosts 
and freezing temperatures were In- 
jurious. 
Heavy.rains In portions of 


the lower Missouri and Red River 
of the North valleys and In Texas 
retarded work- and caused 
damage 


by washing land, but were of great 
benefit, In relieving the drought con- 
dition 'In western, Texas. 
Drought 


was also relieved In portions of the 
south Atlantic and cast gulf stated, 
but continues over a large part of 
these districts, and at the close of 
the week rain generally was needed 
In the middle Atlantic stales. 


The states of the Ohio valley and 


lake region experienced a week of 
highly favorable conditions. 
Corn 


planting Is now in operation under 
most favorable conditions 
through 


out the northern portion of Uio corn 
belt. In Nebraska. Kansas, and north- 
ern Missouri, however, planting has 
been Interrupted by rains, 
this work has made good 


In Iowa 
progress 


and It Is likely that the bulk of the 
crop In that state will be planted 
earlier than In recent years.
